Lawyer Act Is 
Partly Invalid 


Attorney General 
Rules Against 
Important Section 


LITTLE ROCK — The "meat" of 


Act No. 135 of 1941, the so-called 
lawyer's measure, was held void by 
Attorney General Jack Holt Friday 


Replying to a query by Chairman 


Dave Peel of the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Commission, the altomej 
general ruled that a provision pro- 
hibiting anyone except a licensed law- 
yer from appearing before the com- 
mission in behalf of another is in 
valid. 


The effect of this provision, Mi 


Holt said, was to amend the 193 
workmen's compensation act, whie 
was approved by the people whe 
referred to a vote at the 1940 gen 
oral election. Act No. 319 of 1939, th 
compensation measure, contained the 
following subdivision: 


"At such hearing the claimant and 


the employer may each present evi- 
dence in respect of sucli claim and 
may be represented by any person au- 
thorized in writing for such pur- 
jose." 


Mr. Holl pointed to the initiative 


and referendum amendment to the 
constitution which provides thai no 
ncasure approved by a vole of the 
jeoplc shall be amended or repealed 
jy the General Assembly, except up- 
on a "yea and nay vote on roll call 
of two-thirds of all members elected 
Lo each house of the legislature."
